Few Japs Arriving 


The practical results of the new immigra­ 
tion law, according to the California joint im- • 
migration committee, are better than the re­ 
sults of the '‘gentlemen’s agreement” which 
it superseded.

there 1,019 Japanese admitted at San Fran 
cisco in 1922, 942 in 1923 and 2,072 in the 
first six months of 1924. 
During the last 
half of 1921, in w hich the new law was opera­ 
tive, there were only 107 Japanese immi­ 
grants admitted there. 
The experience of 
Seattle is much the same. 
The moral results, as everybody knows, 
are less satisfactory. Japanese indignation 
over the alleged “slap in the face” inflicted 
by the present discriminating law has not 
subsided.

Few Japs Arriving 


The practical results of the new immigra­ 
tion law, according to the California joint im­ 
migration committee, are better than the re­ 
sults of the ‘‘gentlemen’s agreement” which 
it superseded.

The average radio fan, says a statistical 
observer, will not listen to one feature or 
program for more than 12 minutes, and thou­ 
sands of listeners will not let their dials 
alone for more than one minute, unless they 
are giving a radio party or dancing to radio 
music.

Perhaps the latter is the 
more important of the two. 
When once the newness of the thing has 
worn off, the lure of mere distance fades, and 
the fan and his family are inevitably at­ 
tracted fly complete programs of high quality 
or special interest to them. 
There will al­ 
ways remain, however, the type of fan who 
keeps twisting the dials just as he keeps 
changing the .subject in conversation and 
running from one form of occupation and en­ 
tertainment to another, no m atter where In* 
is— for the mere reason that he is too scat­ 
ter-brained to keep his attention on one 
thing. 
Variety, no doubt, is the spice of life. 
But in radio as elsewhere, sensible people 
don’t try to live altogether on spice.

The practical results of the new immigra­ 
tion law, according to the California joint im- • 
migration committee, are better than the re­ 
sults of the '‘gentlemen’s agreement” which 
it superseded.

cisco in 1922, 942 in 19211 and 2,072 in the 
first six months of 1921.

Japanese immi­ 
grants admitted there. 
The experience of 
Seattle is much the same. 
The moral results, as everybody knows, 
are less satisfactory, 
Japanese indignation

authorities, wMimii’s organizations, 
bo tai welfare 
agencies and clergymen throughout tho country aro 
being urged to join in a. concerted drive against tho 
child marriage evil. 
There «re two step* Jo the re­ 
form that is proposed. 
First, «urb th* 
fraudulent 
procuring of marriage I icons* s by requiring evidence 
other than the affidavit of one of the applicants as 
to their age. 
Second, secure* tin* enactm ent of laws 
that will raiso th*1 legal minimum marriageable age. 
An investigation of 240 child marriages who ii 
took place in 31 states has disclose»] some astound­ 
ing facts. 
Th*1, licenses for more than half of those 
marriages, or 129, were illegally issued. 
in 79 case» 
licenses 
were procured and 
marriage ceremonies 
were performed, although tho bride or groom, or 
both, were below tho legal minimum marriageable 
age 
In Cl cases the bride was less than 14 years 
old, ami In several Instances she was only ll years 
of age. 
In 50 eases licenses were issued and the 
ceremonies performed, although either tho bride nr 
groom, or both, were of the age requiring the con­ 
sent of parents and 
such consent, 
had not 
been 
given. 
In 109 cases, tho parents of *ho children con­ 
tented to tho marriages. 
While all of the brides were lintier 16 years of 
age, the average age of the bridegrooms was 27, arui 
in several Instances 
th*! groom was four 
or five 
times as old as his bride. 
Only IT of tho 240 m ar­ 
riages could be termed boy and girl marriages, but 
a common chara» tm isfie of all of them was the 
haste with which they were arranged ain] performed.

towns and rural dim rifts than in largo cities, ’his 
being duo largely to the isolation of certain towns, 
villages and rural districts where there are few 
means of in'ercomm unication anil inadequate edu­ 
cational and recreational facilities. 
This is laid to be particularly true of Un* Ap­ 
palachian mountain region where there ar* mimer 
oils early marriages of natives. Indeed among those 
people a girl who attains the age of IK without being 
married is looked upon as an old maid.
